The main reason for op- 
position to the motion was 
that tbe proposed date of 
the dcmoastratioa. Februa- 
ry 11, coincided with the 
day Up north of the Sir 
George Winter Carnival. 

Also, the studente felt 

that the small number of 
people at the meeting could 
not represent the feeling of 
the student body as a ■vdiole. 
They asked that students 
who wished to participate 
should do so as Individuals, 
and not as representatives 
of the University. 

Students siaid that they 
did not want the name of 
Sir George Williams Uni- 
versity to be associated with

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Alberta increases UWO professors seek senate seats

EDMONTON (CUP) — The Al- 
berta government has increased 
the per-student grant to universi- 
ties by $235, possibly prc\'enting 
a fee raise next fail. 

The raise, announced January 
26, would bring the per-student 
grant from $l;3Œ to $1^600. cost- 
ing the government a total of 
nearly $22 million. 

"It is the hope of the govern- 
ment that this increase will cut 
ont the necessity, of a fee increase 
next year," Premier Manning 
commented. * 

Dr. Walter IL Johns, President 
of the University of Alberta, said 
"I share the hope of the govern- 
ment." 

A fee increase in Alberta had 
been widely rumored for next 
fall. 

l^Ianning said funds for the in- 
creased operating grant would 
come froui tJic province'; general 
reserve fund. 

He pointed out that student 
fees now would pay onty-16 per 
cent of operating expenses, and 
said be foresees no reduction hi 
fee levels. 

LOTS OF ICE will be needed to 
fill the winning design for the 
Winter Carnival ice palace.

In a 12page brief presented 
-to the Duff-Berdaiil Commission 
on university government last 
I^Iarch, the faculty criticizes the 
board of governors for "t>cne\-o- 
lent paternalism" and stales: 

"Almost without exception, po- 
tides (regarding conditions of 
academic emploj-ment) are 
adopted without consultation 
with the faculty." 

On the recommendation of tiiis 
same commission, McGill is also 
expected to increase faculty re- 



presentation on the Board -of 
Governors. 

The brief was made public fol- 
lowing a controversy about facul- 
ty criticism of the university

Although the Senate is "res- 
ponsible for the educational po- 
licy of the university, the control 
of funds by the Board of Govern- 
ors — and, through the board, 
the administration — gives the 
latter two tlie effective power to 
determine the university's course 
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
